Households - 
In Canada On 
The Increase 


OTTAWA.—The estimated number 
of Canadian households in June, 
1948, was 3,235,000, as compared 
with 3,128,000 in June, 1947, the do- 
minion bureau of statistics reported 

At the 1941 census, the number of 
recorded households was 2,706,089. 
The increase of households between 
then and 1948 was 528,911. 

The average household size declin- 
ed from 4.2 persons to 3.9 persons 
over this period from 1941 to 1948, 
while the average size of household 
in Quebec was largest at 4.7 persons 
and smallest in British Columbia at 
3.2 persons. 

The estimated number of families 
in Canada in June, 1948, was 3,088,- 
000, an increase of 22.3 per cent. 
more than at the 1941 census. 

The average family size in Can- 
ada in June, 1948, was 3.8 persons 
as compared with 3.9 in 1941. In 
each region, a decline in the family 


size took place between 1941 and 
1948, 
This is reflected in an increasing 


proportion of families in the smaller 
size groups, the percentage of fam- 
ilies from two to four persons con- 
stitute 74.4 per cent. of all families 
in 1948 as compared with 70.8 per 
cent. in this category in 1941. 


Waging Campaign To 
Save Floral Emblem 


REGINA, Sask. — A one-woman 
campaign to save Saskatchewan's 
floral emblem has been launched by 


Mrs, Dorothy Morrison of Regina. 
Her attractive booklet, The Prairie 
Lily, written for Saskatchewan 


school children, is just off the press. 

“The prairie lily used to grow in 
profusion,” Mrs. Morrison writes in 
her preface. ‘Now the lily popula- 
tion has decreased so much that 
flower lovers are alarmed.” 

Saskatchewan chose the lily as its 
floral emblem in 1941, Mrs. Morrison 
recalls, when the legislature passed 
an act making the flower known 
botonically as ‘lilium philadelphicum 
andinum’——and popularly called ‘the 
prairie lily’—the emblem of the prov- 
ince.” 

Despite dry years—drought is the 
natural enemy of the lily—the flow- 
er has made a comeback of sorts 
within recent years only to be faced 
by another mortal enemy—man, 

The flaunting beauty of the lily 
impels the thoughtless flower-picker 
to raid lily stands. It is with the 
idea of educating children, and 
through them the grown-ups, to the 
need for conserving the lily that 
Mrs. Morrison has written her book- 
let.

Saunders Wheat Proves Best For 


Areas Requiring 


Early Maturity 


Saunders wheat was licensed 


in 1947 and first distributed for 


commercial use in 1948. It came 
from a cross made in Ottawa 
between a Hope x Reward hy- 
brid and Thatcher. 
an early maturing, stem rust, 
and loose smut resistent variety, 
developed for areas where early 
maturity is important. 

At the time of licensing only 225 
bushels of seed were available, This 
quantity was increased that summer 
under contract at Beaverlodge and 
Lacombe, A crop of 5,700 bushels 
of seed was harvested and distribut- 
ed to 887 farmers and growers in 
Central and Northern Alberta. 
Many hundreds of farmers were dis- 
appointed, as the demand was far ‘in 
excess of the supply. To make the 
seed stocks go as far as_ possible 
not more than six bushels per grow- 


er were allowed. 

It will be recalled that the spring 
of 1948 was very late. In many 
areas the season remained cold and 
wet until June. Farmers were un- 
able to seed until late in May and 
some did not get any wheat seeded 


that season. In spite of these draw- 
backs, it is estimated that approxi- 
mately 100,000 bushels of Saunders 
were harvested, says J. G. C. Fraser, 
Cereal Division Central Experiment- 
al Farm, Ottawa.

Two Dominions 


Four years after the. war's 
end, only two of the dominions 
are free of rationing. Canada 
is in the best shape of any Com- 
monwealth country, with ample 
supplies of most goods and no 
control of distribution of the 
supplies available for sale. 


South Africa, although it has no 
rationing, is feeling the pinch of 
drastic import controls, and a short- 
age of meat and grain now is in 
sight because of severe drought. 

Britain, despite the flow of dollars 
through the Marshall Plan and the 
Canadian loan, is the worst sufferer 
from post-war shortages. There 
wide-spread rationing, on the war- 
time pattern, still is in effect, 


Australia, New Zealand, India, 
Pakistan and Ceylon — the other 
Commonwealth countries with Do- 
minion status—must still restrict the 
sale of some commodities, 

A Canadian Press and Reuters 
survey of the situation brings out 
these comparisons between Canada 
and the United Kingdom: 

Most basic foods are still control- 
led. These are the weekly rations 
for an adult: Meat, 1s 4d. (26 cents) 
worth; bacon, three ounces; butter, 
margarine and cooking fats, nine 
ounces total; sugar, 10 ounces; milk, 
about 2% pints; tea, two ounces. 

The Prices Board says that Can- 
ada, generall speaking has an 
ample supply of most foods, There 
is no rationing anywhere, The short- 
age of United States dollars is keep- 
ing out watermelon and a few fancy 
fruits, such as pears, but these now 
are appearing from domestic sources, 

A board official said there has 
been some complaints from consum- 
ers that prices are too high, but he 
added that this is not because of 
short supply. 


Britain Gave Billions 
For World Recovery 


Details have just been published 
of gifts and loans made available by 
the United Kingdom to the world 
since the end of the war. Of a total 
value approximately $3,600 million, 
$1,600 million come under the. head- 
ing of gifts, the biggest single con- 
tribution being that of $620 million 
to UNRRA. Of $1,940 million made 
available in the form of loans and 
recoverable aid, $776 million has 
gone to the cost of supplying the 
German civil economy and $400 mil- 
lion to France under the Anglo- 
French financial agreement. An ad-. 
ditional $246 million come under the 
heading of drawing rights exercised 
to June 30th of this year by Austria, 
France, Greece, Bizone and Turkey. 


Scientists Injured 
At Scotland Yard 


LONDON. — Two scientists were 
injured at Scotland Yard's crime lab- 
oratory while attempting to analyze 
a bottle of powder found in the head- 
quarters of a safecracking gang. 

The bottle exploded in the hands 
of J. W. C. Smith, blowing off his 
left hand and causing serious head 
injuries. His assistant, Eric Huck- 
nall, was slightly injured. 

Doctors said they hoped to save 


| the sight of one of Smith’s eyes. 


Scientific Discoveries Available 
To Industry Through New Method 


Whenever a council scientist dis- 
covers something of commercial use, 
the company steps in, gets a patent 
for the process and then issues li- 
cences for a fee to the manufacturer 
who wants to use the discovery. 

The money obtained for discover- 
ies is turned back to the council to 
|help in further research, In most 
cases the discoverer himself be- 
cause he is a government worker— 
gets little financial benefit outside of 
his annual salary. 

So far, says the council, industry 
is showing “widespread interest” in 
the company's activities, It is ad- 
ministering licences for 64 patents 
jalready obtained. Another eight pat- 
jents are pending. 

These patents are being labelled 
and described in a handbook put out 
by the crown company in answer to 
the heavy response for information 
on what is available for licencing. 

The patents are a motley group. 

One relates an improved method 
of plucking poultry by using wax, 
another the design of a container 
for perishable goods and a third the 
production of laminated or plywood 
| Structures and plastic materials, 
Twelve deal with aeronautical im- 
}provements for aircraft wing struc- 


|tures, frost and ice prevention and 
|heating devices involved. 

Ways of improving flavors in dried 
fruits, production of non-hardening 
maple sugar are included in others, 

Some 28 are chemical patents, 
|dealing with better ways of treat- 
ing gases, protection of heat-resist- 
ant alloys against carbonization and 
the manufacture of explosives.

In Winnipeg to attend the recent 
annual western regional meeting of 
The Canadian Press, Miss Gardiner 
took time out to tell how she got 
started in newspaper work. 

In 1942 she went from her Regina 
home to Prince Albert to teach in 
the collegiate, 

“Yes, I like teaching,” 
“but when it came to sign my con- 
tract again in the spring, with a 24- 
hour deadline, I decided to take the 


job as cub reporter on the paper. 
I've never regretted it.”

3,000 Wasps 
Battling Sawfly 


WINNIPEG. — Things are really 
buzzing in Manitoba forest areas 
these days, with approximately 3,000 
wasps released recently to do battle 
with tamarack tree-killing larch 
sawfly, 

A horde of more than 1,200 of the 
wasps, sent to Manitoba by the Do- 
minion parasite laboratory at Belle- 
ville, Ont., were turned loose just 
west of the Duck Mountain forest 
reserve in western Manitoba, Other 
colonies totalling approximately 1,500 
were released in the White Shell 
forest reserve near the Ontario bor- 
der last month. 

The wasps destroy the larch saw- 
flies which have been killing the 
province's stands of tamarack trees. 
The tamarack, found in swamps and 
at one time almost wiped out by 
sawflies, is similar to a pine except 
it sheds its needles each year. 

A new growth of tamarack was 
started in Manitoba, but sawflies ap- 
peared on them, stripping the trees 
of their needles and ultimately kill- 
ing them. 

The parasite wasp lay eggs inside 
the sawfly larva. The egg hatches 
into a worm which, as it develops, 
kills the sawfly, 


B.C. ORIENTALS ENDED
